Scottish Union, also second to Pasch 
in the 2,000 Guineas, passed the pub- 
lic’s choice, but didn’t have enough 
left seriously to challenge the French 
horse. 

Lord As tor’s Pound Foolish and 
Cave Man were fourth and fifth, re- 
spectively; Golden Sovereign, sixth; 
Portmarnock, seventh, and Unbreak- 
able. eighth. Valerian never was a 
contender.

CITY PARKING LOT 
PUN IS SHELVED 

Municipally Owned Areas 
Would Be Prohibitive in 

Cost, Surveys Show. 
Hope for provision of all-day park- 

ing on municipally-owned parking 
lots, at a price of 10 or 15 cents a 

day, has been virtually abandoned 
at the District Building as engineers 
tabulate cold calculations of the cost. 

The bill, offered by Representative 
Dlrkaen, Republican of Illinois, is ex- 
pected to die with this session of 
Congress, since it has not yet been 
reported out by the House District 
Committee. 

The Commissioners have named a 

committee headed by Capt. H. C. 
Whitehurst, director of highways, to 
calculate the cost and submit recom- 
mendations. A month or two longer 
will be required to gather the neces- 
sary data, including figures on park- 
ing lot operations in other cities, 
Capt. Whitehurst said. 

It is reported, however, that infor- 
mation so far at hand indicates that 
if any private land is purchased for 
parking lot purposes, and the cost 
amortized in 20 years, and if the 
revenue gained is to be at least equal 
to taxes now paid on such properties, 
the price for all-day parking would 
have to be 35 or 40 cents a day. 

Capt. Whitehurst said his committee 
was not yet prepared to state what 
would be the possibilities if only Gov- 
emiftent-owned land were used for the 
proposed municipally-operated park- 
ing lots. 

The high assessments on privately- 
owned land in or near the downtown 
business section and the high prices 
that would have to be paid for the 
purchase of such areas are given as 

the major reason* for lou of hope for 
10-cent parking, unless the District 
saw fit to spend large sums to subsi- 
dies the plan.
